Clean-up Round for 2005 Rental Housing Tax Credits 
 

• Applications for the 2005 “clean-up” round for Rental Housing Tax Credits (RHTC) will be due in 
IHCDA offices no later than 5:00 p.m. on August 12, 2005, with recommendations to be presented at the 
November 17, 2005, Board of Directors meeting. 

• All procedures and policies as outlined in the 2005 Qualified Allocation Plan (QAP) will continue to be 
implemented for the clean-up round. 

• All documentation submitted with the application, including the market study, must be dated/issued 
within six (6) months prior to application deadline.  
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• IHCDA anticipates at this time having between $500,000 and $750,000 in RHTCs to allocate in the 
clean-up round.
